It is much 
to be lamented, that some injudicious friends of this young lady’s took 
s0 much pains to insert puffs ia all the papers, previous to her appear 
ance, by these means expectation was raised to a height scarcely likely 
to be satisfied, aod persons who went to the Theatre, anticipating 
that they should see an actress combining the dignity and power of 
Mrs. Siddons, with the pathos and feeling of Miss O’Neil!l, were of 
course grievously disappointed, and almost unwilling to allow Mies 
Haddart the merit she really does possess. 

From some changes we saw last night, we are inclined to hope that 
Miss Huddart’s faults are not so confirmed as to be irremediable; the 
defect in her voice cannot be overcome, but it will be less obvious as 
the town becomes more accustomed to it; the tendeney te rant may be 
got rid of, and then Miss Huddart has, as we before observed, capa- 
bilities for sustaining a high walk in the drama. We shall be glad to 
see her in another character, for there is so much that is good about 
her that we shall rejoice to see her succeed to the extent of the anti- 
cipations which have been formed. Perfection followed; Mrs. Way- 
Jett and Mr. Vining undertaking the characters previously allotted to 
Madame Vestris and Mr. Jones; comparisons are not fair, and we 
wish to avoid them, but this piece forces them upon us; however, we 
shall only say that they both got through their characters very credi- 
tably, and that the lady warbled an introdaced air ‘ Round my own 
ptetty rose,’ A. Lee, aod ‘Kate Kearney,’ very sweetly, and was en- 
eored in both. Lurning the Tables followed.—There was a good house 
at half-price.

Vestris tried 
to please, yet even her talent could not elicit an encore, save in the 
introduced song ‘ The Moorish Maid.’ 

Melrose sang a balled called, (a8 we imagine) “My Last Adieu,” 
very pleasingly, if be would learn to open his mouth a little more when 
singing, his fine voice, would be heard to much more advantage. The 
hero of the piece ovght to claim some notice, but his representation 
did not apologize for the author’s foolery. Mr. Frederick’s delineation 
of the soi disant Marquis was spiritless, that of the daring Brigand 
too tame. ‘This Establishment is sadly in need of a lady qualified to 
play in Melo-drama ; such an interesting actress, as Miss Ferguson, 
would be a valuable acquisition.—The house was quite full, previous 
to the commencement.
